EUGENE KELLY DEAD. 


The Great Banker Sinks Quietly to 
Rest Surrounded by His Family. 


the millionaire banker, died this morning at 
his home in this city. He was eight-six 
years old. He breathed his last at 10:35 
o'clock. The end was peaceful. When it 
camé the banker was surréunded bythe 
members of his family, who have been at 
his. bedside almost continuously for the 
past few days. Dr. MoCreary, the attending 
physician, was also present. Paralysis was 
the cause of death. Mr. Kelly began to 
sink rapidly yesterday morning and it was 
not thought he would live until evening. He 
rallied a trifle last night, but his condition 
was such that Dr. McCreary was of the 
opinion that he would not linger long after 
daylight. 

There was no comment created in the 
household by the banker’s death, as all were 
prepared for it. Word of his death was at 
once sent to his down-town office and in a 
short time the news was known in Wall 
street and telegraphed over the country. 

Mr. “Kelly was born in Trellick, County 
Tyrone, Ireland, eighty-seven years ago, 
and at the age of twenty came to this coun- 
try. His first position was that of clerk 
in Donnelly Bros.’ dry goods store. He 
next tried gold mining in 1849, and later 
started the San Francisco banking house of 
Donohue, Kelly & Ralston. 

During the war he moved his business 
to New York and lost considerable sums 
of money in southern losses. In spite of 
this, however, he gmassed money at a 
great rate until, when he retired from ac- 
tive business, a few years ago, he was re- 
puted to be worth between $12,000,000 and 
$15,000, 000. 

Mr. Kelly was an ardent home rule man 
and his pocketbook was always open to 
any fund intended for the benefit of the 
Irish movement. 

Mr. Kelly was always a warm friend of 
the south. He had extensive investments 
in that section and was for many 
years president of the Atlanta and Char- 
lotte Air-Line Railroad Company. He and 
the late Senator Brown were warm friends. 


INTERESTED AT SAVANNAH. 


2lly the Principal Owner in 
the Southern Bank. 

Savamnah, Ga., December 19.—(Special.j— 
Eugeng Kelly, of New York, the millionaire 
banker’ who died today, was largely inter- 
ested in real estate and property in Savan- 
nah. He was the founder of the Southern 
Bank of Georgia, one of the strongest finan- 
cial institutions in the state. He subscrib- 
ed to half the capital stock of this bank 
in 1870 and subsequently bought $110,000 
more, making his total holdings $360,00u. 
Part of this he afterwards sold and was, ut 
his death, the owner of about three-fourths 
of the capital stock. He also owned a large 
block of buildings here. He has extended 
the banking institutions of this city much 
financial aid at times when money was 
scarce and was needed to move the lurge 
crops. The board of directors of the bank 
will pass suitable resolutions on his death 
tomorrow.

KOLBITES CONTEST. 


Colonel Reese Is in Wasbingion After 
Senator Morgan's Seat. 


CHARGES FRAUDS IN THE ELECTION 


Allen Calls for a Congressional In- 
vestigation of the Methods, 


SENATE 


Turpie Comes Down on the Project and 
Scores It Unmercifully~The Meas- 
ure Has Its Friends. 


THE CANAL BILL IN THE 


Washington, December 19.—The first steps 
in the direction of an investigation of the 
Alabama elections and the contest for the 
seat in the senate of Mr. Morgan were 
taken today. For several days Celonel W. 
S. Reese, of Alabama, who ciaims to have 
been elected United States senator by the 
legislature of Alabama, has been in this 
city making arrangements for this contest. 
He has a certificate of election signed by 
state officials claiming to have been elected 
on the Kolbite ticket. Kolb’s name is ae 
of those affixed to the certificate. 

Colonel Reese asserts that the state leg- 
islature of Alabama was elected by the 
democrats through frauds of the most glar- 
ing sort, and says that had tnere been an 
honest election there would have been a 
populist legislature and he would have been 


elected as senator to succeed Morgan. Col- 
onel Reese has _been agitating the 
subject of an investigation 


of elections with a view to showing up the 
frauds which he asserts were committed, 
and for that purpose has been in conference 
with populist members of the senate. 

As an outcome of the conference Allen, 
of Nebraska, this morning introduced in 
the senate the following resolution: 

‘Resolved, That a committee of five sen- 
ators, not more than two of whom shall 
be of the same political party, shall, on 
adoption of this resolution, be appointed by 
the vice president, whose duty it shall be 
to make inquiry whether there is, and for 
the last two years past, has been, a re- 
publican form of government in the state 
of Alabama and inquire into the manner of 
the election of United States senators and 
congressman from said state and whether 
there was any fraud, force, intimidation or 
in the election in said 
state. The committee shall inquire into the 
election of state senators and members of 
the legislature, in so far as their election 
might affect the election of a United States 
senator, and into all other matters and 
things in any way pertaining to or affecting 
the political autonomy of-said state and 
status of its membership in the , United 
States senate. and the congress of the 
United States and the fairness of the elec- 
tions by which the selection of United 
States senators and members of congress 
was brought about. Said committee may sit 
by full or subcommittee as it may elect, 
and in vacation or during the session of 
congress and at such times and places in 
said state or elsewhere as it may see 
proper and shall have power to send for 
persons and papers, employ a stenographer, 
swear and examine Witnesses, take and .re- 
port all testimony and evidence and shall 
make a report by bill or otherwise with all 
due and convenient speed.” 

Maintain the Monroe Doctrine. 

Mr. Turpie was entitled to the floor when 
the Nicaragua bill came up, but he yielded 
it temporarily to Mr. Cullom, who urged 
the maintenance of ‘“‘the wise policy known 
as the Monroe doctrine.’‘ The completion 
of the Illinois ship canal and of the Henne- 
pin canal, he said, was connected with the 
Nicaragua canal, and he looked forward to 
the day when steam vessels ficm all the 
lake ports would carry the products of the 
west to the Pacific ports. The importance 
of the undertaking was far beyond any 
ccnsideration of cost or expense, Although 
the Nicaragua canal should cost $100,000,000 
and should possess no dividend-paying. ca- 
pacity, still it would be an undertaking de- 
manded by the military necessities of the 
country at any reasonable cost. But, when 
it offered such a return as might be rea- 
scrably expected, in its commercial opera- 
tion, he felt justified in urging the passage 
of the bill. 

Mr. Cullom wound up his speech with the 
appeal to the senate to declare that “no 
pent up Utica restrains our powers, but 
the whole boundless continent-is ours.” 

Mr. Turpie yielded further to Mr. Per- 
kins, republican, of California, who argued 
in favor of the bill and asserted that there 
was nothing complex or difficult of under- 
sterding about it. The government of the 
United States virtually understood the en- 
terprise acquired all the concessions made 
by Nicaragua. 

This Nicaragua canal, Mr. Perkins as- 
serted, would pay. There wus no Goubt on 
that point. It would pay financially, it 
would pay politically, aud it would pay 
commercially. lt would pay also as an ex- 
hibition of American enterprisé, of #.meri- 
can skill and forethought and of American 
nerve.

“T’ll take it back,” said Intemann. 

‘“‘When you swore, you. did not give up 
part of the money did you swear to what 
Was true or untrue?” 

“I swore to what was untrue. I thought 
to save my friends, Vail and Taylor.’’ 

Vail was the wardman who coliected the 
money, and Taylor was the sergeant. The 
witness then volunteered the statement 
that he first gave up half the money he 
received from the American Steamship 
Company, and when Schmittberger came 
he had to give up $25 out of $40 a month. 

“Can you tell me,’’ said Senator O’Connor, 
“why policemen come on the stand and 
swear falsely ?’’ 

‘“‘We stand by cach other,”’ said Intemann., 

“There is no obligation on your -part to 
do so.”’ 

Taylor testified that money intended for 
Captain Allaire, Inspector Sterns and 
others was placed in an envelope, marked 
“Street cleaning report’ and put in a 
drawer. 

Captain Allaire acknowledged that it was 
not in his power to suppress the disorderly 
house nuisance. He stated that he knew 
that money was collected from the keepers 
of these Housés. . 

A colored woman named Hamie Ross tes. 
tified that she had kept houses of prostitu- 
tion in three different precincts and paid 
blackmail on all of them. She said she had 
made a great deal of monev, but had lost 
it playing policy. She had lost $47,000 to Al 
Adams, the notorious policy backer, in efght- 
een years. The witness said she kept six 
different houses in the Tenderloin district 
and in the Twenty-second street precinct, 
and was never raided or pulled for six 
years. 

An adjournment was here taken until to.

SILVER DOLLAR SMITH ARRESTED.

New York, December 19.—Police Captain 
Schmittberger was rearrested shortly after 
5 o’clock this afternoon. Indictments were 
found against him. It was deemed advisable 
to increase the amount of his bail in order 
to insure his appearance when desired. The 
arrest was made at police headquarters, to 
which place Schmittberger had been sum- 
moned and he was taken to the district at- 
torney’s office. The new bail was fixed at 
$20,000 and the captain’s friends are now 
seeking bondsmen.

CAUSED A RIOT IN COURT. 


Officers Attempt to Arrest a Negro as 
He Is Leaving the Courtroom, 

St. Louis, Mo., December 19.—A minia- 
ture riot broke out in the court of criminal 
correction at noon today. William Wright, 
a negro, had just been discharged on a 
charge of misdemeanor and was leaving 
the courtroom. Officers attempted to ar- 
rest him on another charge, when his 
friends, believing that he was a victim 
of police persecution, ,resisted and at- 
tempted to release the prisoner. A furi- 
ous struggle ensued, during which clubs 
were freely used and revolvers drawn. 
The combatants surged backward and for- 
ward through the room, overturning desks 
and chairs, and it was necessary to ring 
for reinforcements from police headquar- 
ters before the row was quelled. A promi- 
nent attorney narrowly escaped death from 
a pistol shot by Officer Dewarmide. As a 
result of the riot six persons were badly 
infured and two detectives have been 
suspended from the force pending an in- 
vestigation.

It Is Charged That They Tried to 
Help. the Defendants. 


A SENSATION IN THE CUSTOM HOUSE 


More Developments May Come—Collector 
Trammell and Attorney James Profess 
the Kindest Feelings tor Each Otber. 


Weshington, Dec. 19—(Special)—The recent 
trial of the Murray county whitecappers in 
the federal court at Atlanta has stirred up 
a beautiful mess among the officidis about 
the government building in Atlanta which 
has extended to Washington. Internal Rev- 
enue Agent Chapman and Assistant District 
Attorney Tinney Rucker have been here 
several days and the internal revenue de. 
partment and the department of justice 
have commenced decapitating some of the 
Georgia holders. The heads of three have 
already fallen in the basket and there are 
rumors that the guillotine knife may soon 
fall upon others and higher ones. 

The department officials don’t like the 
messy complications. The three heads 
fallen up to date are Deputy Collector Ed 
Rembert, of Murray county, who is remov- 
ed officially because of nonattendance to 
duty, but really because he is believed to 
have been in league with the whitecappers, 
and is supposed to have worked against 
the court officers to have them acquitted; 
Storekeeper and Gauger Cox, of ‘Tilton, 
in Whitfield county, and Night Watchman 


moved for tampering with the jury and 
otherwise aiding the whitecappers and 
throwing obstacles in the way of the gov- 
ernment’s attorney, Mr. Rucker. 

The testimony of Ogles that Collector 
Trammell was himself a whitecapper, hag 
caused it to be said that he may be remov- 
ed, but Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Miller told me today that no charges had 
been filed against Mr. Trammell. Mr. Mil. 
ler says Mr. Trammell has made a very 
good officer, and he is well satisfied with 
his work. He had not heard that any 
charges would be filed against him. Col- 
lector Trammell was here several months 
ago. Then he conferred with the commis- 
sioner about the trial of the whitecappers 
and suggested that Assistant Attorney Ruck.

Mr. Rucker, therefore, took charge of the 
prosecution, and performed his duties vigor- 
ously and quite successfully,-so much so, 
that both attorney general and commission.

They went so 
far as to say that no district attorney in 
the service had ever handled a case of the 
kind in better style. 

Since Mr. Rucker came and these officials 
have talked with him, they add that he is 
not only a most cammble prosecuting at.

onel Rucser is here receiving the plaudits 
of the powers and wearing a laurel of kind 
words and congratulatory phrases wreathed

Colonel James was not in the city yes- | 
terday, but came in last night. He was 
surprised at the rumors and declafed that ; 
he put no faith in them so rar as they af- 
fected the relative positions of himself ' 
and Mr. Rucker. He dictated the following 
interview, giving his side of the case: 

Attorney James Talks. 

‘My relations with Mr. xucker, Colonel 
Chapman and Paul Trammell have been 
not only pleasant, but cordial. There’s no 
disagreement between any of us. The 
statements from Washington in that re- 
spect are entirely unfounded. I have had 
frequent consultations with each of the 
gentlemen named about the prosecution of 
the whitecappers in Geirgia and have had 
valuable aid from them all. I am utterly 
surprised that such rumors should become 
current to such an extent as to receive 
the attention of the newspupers. Mr. Ruck- 
er was not designated by the government 
at Washington to prosecute the 
Ballew, the Roper, or the Blanken- 
ship cases, so far as my knowledge 
extends and I never heard of it until 1 saw 
it in print. On the contrary, I asked Mr. 
Rucker last spring to take charge of the 
Ballew case, as I had already prosecuted 
a large number of the counterfeiters, pen- 
sion swindlers and other felony cases. I 
requested Mr. Rucker soon after the Roper 
case came up to go to Murray county and 
acquaint himself with all the surroundings 
and circumstances connected with that case 
and to direct the case in court, and I would 
assist him all I could. The investigation 
of the Roper case brought out the Blanken- 
ship case and it was perfectly natural that 
he should take charge of that case. I was 
trying to apportion the work tn my office 
between Mr. Rucker and myself. I had al- 
ready prosecuted several whitecap cases 
as difficult or more so, as the Roper case, 
some of whom are in the penitentiary. A 
case known as the Beard whipping case, 
Was on trial by us for one week. In this 
connection it is proper that I should state 
that I have personally attended to % per 
cent of the cases in my office since my 
appointment. I did not then see, nor do 1 
now see, any impropriet¥Y in Mr, Rucker 
taking charge of the cases mentioned, es- 
pecially since it was understood that I am 
to take charge of the hanging and subse- 
quent killing of Henry Worley by the Mur- 
ray county whitecappers. This is considered 
the most important whitecap case in north 
Georgia on account of the number of per- 
sons engaged in it and the character and 
standing of the defendants. 

“I do not believe that there is any founda- 
tion for the rumor that Mr. Rucker is now 
attempting or has attempted to bring dis- 
credit upon my actions as district attorney 
or to supplant me in office. I have always 
regarded him as incapable of undertaking 
any such scheme. I am in perfect accerd 
with all the departments at Washington 
and never have had the least dispute with 
any of them. I have every reason to be- 
lieve that my administration as district at- 
torney has met the thorough approval of 
the department of justice. I should have 
made no statement at all but the nature of 
the newspaper articles seem to demand 
that I make his statement. I shall. make 
no further statement until Mr. Rucker re- 
turns. I presume that when he comes home 
he will make all the necssary corrections.”’ 

When asked about the removal of Colonel 
Rembert and Messrs. Cox and Carter, he 
said: “I have no information on the subject 
except what I see published in the papers. 
I know nothing about the causes. Their 
work was entirely disconnected with my 

department.”’

As soon as this information wag received 
@ reporter for .The Constitution called to 
see Mr. Trammell at his office in the 
federal building. 

“If Mr. Rembert has been removed from 
his office I have received no intimation 
to that effect,”’ said he. “‘The commissioner 
of internal revenue, however, hag the right 
to remove officers at any time.

The state- 
ment of receipts and disbursements for 
1893 is: Receipts, public fund $1,491,467,. edu- 
cational fund $59,656; disbursements, pub- 
lic fund $1,284,024, educational fund $26,909. 

For 18%, receipts, public fund $1,446,983, 
educational fund $61,822. 

The committee recommends that the an- 
nually increasing balance, now a surplus, 
be converted into a sinking fund. 

This year an apportionment of $36,084 was 
made by the state board of education 
among the various counties. 

State Treasurer Tate is highly compli- 
mented by the committee. He has accumu- 
lated and covered into the state treasury 
$6,371 clear profit. Fees paid in by the 
secretary of state aggregate nearly enough 
to pay all salaries in the executive and 
judicial departments.

The railroad world of the entire south has 
been aroused at the rumors to the effect 
that the Seaboard Air-Line, one of the 
richest and soundest systems of the south, 
had been sold to the Southern Kailway 
Company. 

The dispatehes sent out from Richmond 
have been denied at every poffit by the Sea- 
board people, who claim that the report 
was manufactured. 

Very little credence was @ver given the 


rumors, and before using the dispatch from | 


Richmond The Constitution secured an in- 
terview from General Manager John H. 


Winder, with headquarters in this city, in.| 


which he flatly denied the story. 


It seems that the report went out from 


Richmond on the Associated Press wires, 
and it was freely circulated in ail parts of 
the south yesterday, causing general com- 
ment everywhere. ‘ 

The Seaboard being one of, the largest 
systems of railways in the southern states 
and being the most active rival of the 
Southern, it was calgulated to prove a sen- 
sation in railway circles when a report to 
the effect that the Southern had bought it 
got afloat the breeze of rumors. 

General Manager John H. Winder had just 
returned from a long tmp to Raleigh and 
other points along the Seaboard, and had 
been in conference with members of the ex- 


ecutive department of the system when he- 
was shown the telegram from Richmond in» 


The Constitution. He at once denied the 
report that the Seaboard had been sold to 
the Southern. 

‘More than that,’’ said Mr. Winder, “the 
Seaboard will never be sold unless a very 
great price is paid. It is good property and 
is on a paying basis of operation. The sys- 
tem is backed by all the money it needs, 
and unless the owners could get an exhorbi- 
tant price for it they would not think of 
selling it.’’ ' 

The following dispatches from points all 
along the line of the Seaboard give emphat- 
ic denial to the rumor and show that there 
has been what the railroad people term 
“monkey business’’ somewhere: 

Mr. Elliott Denies It. 

Wilmington, N. C., December 19.—Con- 
cerning the telegram sent from Richmond 
yesterday that it is reported that Harry 
Walters, of the Atlantic Coast Line, had 
telegraphed Mr. Warren G. Elliot, presi- 
dent of the several roads of that system, 
that the Seaboard Air-Line had been sold 
to the Southern Railway Company, a rep- 
resentative of The Star called on Mr. El- 
liot today for a statement.

A Timely Suggestion. 

We call attention to the communica- 
tion of Mr. Thomas P. Ivy, published 
elsewhere. What Mr. Ivy says is well 
worth consideration and action on the 
part of our people. In several states of 
the north the most unjust and restrict- 
ive legislative regulations have been 
enacted against the investment of trust 
and savings’ banks funds in the south. 
Legislation of this character was the 
result of reconstruction developments in 
the south and of the unsettled and 
chaotic condition following the war. 
Strange to say, many of these unjust 
measures remain and act as a constant 
barrier against the investment of a 
certain class of capital, which would 
come south if permitted to do so. 

It is not probable that the states whose 
statutes are encumbered with such legis- 
lation will move voluntarily in the mat- 
ter of repeal, but it is more than proba- 
ble that an organized effort to induce 
the repeal of such legislation would be 
successful. 

We cannot believe that any northern 
state, after having the matter properly 
presented to it, would insist upon the 
continuance of such a vicious attitude 
toward any southern state, and we be- 
lieve that this class of legislation would 
have been repealed before now had the 
matter been brought, by organized ac- 
tion, to the attention of the business 
interests of the states whose trust and 
savings’ banks funds are controlled by 
inhibitive laws which operate purely on 
sectional lines. 

Let the new north meet the new south 
half way! The south has passed from 
the period of reconstruction and the 
credit of every state is giltedged. It 
offers today the most inviting field for 
the investment of capital to be found on 
this hemisphere, and there is no sense 
or reason for a single state of the north 
to permit such laws as operate to the 
disadvantage of a sister state to exist 
@ day longer than should be required 
to repeal them. 


The Wrecking of a State. 

When Tillman was in the governor’s 
chair his strong common sense and in- 
domitable will kept the cranks of South 
Carolina within bounds, but the‘ mo- 
ment he dropped the reins of power a 
torrent of Bedlamite discord was turned 
loose. 

It is impossible to read the debate on 
the metropolitan police bill without com- 
ing to the conclusion that South Caro- 
lina is in danger of some of the worst 
evils of factional strife. Many of the 
cities and towns are determined never 
to submit to the high-handed rule of 
“metropolitan police.” They see that 
the proposed law means the destruction 
of local self-government, and Senator 
Watson, a strong Tillman man, voiced 
their sentiments when he denounced 
the bill, saying that if he lived in a 
city he would advocate rebellion, and 
that all freemen and good citizens should 
be on that line. He went on to say that 
Calhoun was for war in 1832 for less 
Cause, and that the police bill would 
have the effect of bringing all good citi- 
zens and liquor men together on the 
side of self-government. , 

If the effort to force a foreign police 
upon the cities and towns of the state is 
persisted in, there will be open revolt 
in the Palmetto State, and it requires 
no prophet to predict that there will be 
bloodshed. 

. Governor Tillman knew just how far 


_ it was safe to stretch his authority, but 
the present legislature seems to have | 


gone wild. 

Under the new regime our sister state 
Seems to be under ‘the rule of those 
Whom the gods have made mad as a 
preliminary to their destruction. The 
patchwork, crazy quilt of their legisla- 
tion is without a parallel in this coun- 
try. There must be a change for the 
better very soon or there will be an 


exodus of the better class of citizens, as 


there was in Kansas last year, when 
the people felt that life was not worth 
living under the rule of cranks. °

No matter what sort of a crowd you 
get together, there is always on hand 
some industrious and enterprising per- 
son who wants to attract attention or 


. make himself conspicuous. Every leg- 


islature swarms with them. 

There was no reason why Mr. Cleve- 
land, as president of our great and good 
country, should not be invited to visit 
the South Carolina legislature and sit 
down in its midst (to quote a phrase 
made classic by Mr. Dana.) 

After the invitation had been intro- 
duced, there was no reason why any op- 
ponent of Mr. Cleveland should have 
made serious objection to its considera- 
tion. It was purely a tissue paper affair 
from beginning to end, meaning nothing 
and resulting in nothing. 

Mr. Cleveland cares just as much for 
the resolution as he would have cared 
for its rejection. About the time the 
legislature was in the throes of indigna- 
tion over the invitation, which meant 
nothing and was’ intended to mean 
nothing, Mr. Cleveland was performing 
the painful duty of slamming his cabin 
door in the face of reporters represent- 
ing our great and ‘good cuckoo contem- 
porary, the always able Charleston News 
and Courier. The reporters were armed 
With a letter assuring Mr. Cleveland that 
nothing would please The News and 
Courier better than to print a few words 
from him. 

But Mr. Cleveland was inexorable. 
He would see no reporters, and se there 
was an end of it. The reporters went 
away smiling sweetly and feeling tolera- 
bly proud. They had not seen Mr. 
Cleveland, but they had seen a man 
who was fresh from the president’s 
presence, and the thought consoled them 
as they ambled away, that they at least 
had “Shook the han’ that shook the han’ 
of Sullivan.” 


A Burning Issue. 

Our readers would be doing injustice 
to a patriotic body if they gathered 
from current statements the idea that 
congress is not earnestly engaged in 
doing something. 

As a matter of fact, the representa- 
tives of the people are not eating idle 
bread. They are engaged in discussing 
at this moment a burning issue—an issue 
of such supreme importance that the 
financial condition of the country and 
the prevailing misery in the land are not 
to be compared to it. 

It is 'the great issue of getting home 
for Christmas—the burning issue of a 
ten days’ holiday. The prosperity of 
the country has had a two years’ holiday 


j} with lively prospects of another two 


years’ recess, but what difference does, 
that make to a patriotic and an indus- 
trious congress? 

There is no leader eapable of taking 
charge of the political disintegration 
that springs up whenever a proposition 
is made to relieve the people. But when 
there is a proposition for congress to 
adjourn and waste time, and postpone 
relief, every congressman, even Colonel 
Bill Springer, is his own brilliant and 
successful leader. Brilliant and success- 
ful, did we say? Yea, more than that— 
powerful, convyineing, sagacious and 
astute, 

Every one of them—even the man 
who, on ordinary occasions, does nothing 
but yote blindly-—is a conspicuous leader 
when the burning issue of a holiday re- 
cess is np for discussion. Each one is 
ready to strike a blow for home and 
country when the proposition is to de- 
lay legislation in the interest of a Christ- 
mas spree. . 

The debate on Mr. Carlisle’s currency 
plan is going on, but congress is pay- 
ing no attention to it. The members are 
running over one another in the corri- 
dors disexssing among themselves the 
burning issue of dropping everything 
and going home for ten days, leaving 
those who are crying out for relief, to 
wait until after the big Christmas feed 
takes place. 

Therefore, when we say that there is 
no democratic leader: worthy of the 
name, capable of uniting the inharmo- 
nious elements in congress, we do not 
mean that there is any lack of leader- 
ship on the burning issue of a holiday 
adjournment. This issue is above par- 
ties in its importance, and in running 
about and preparing for it and overcom- 
ing obstacles, every congressman is a 
prominent leader, and also a successful 
one. 

Why? Because the issue is a_per- 
sonal one—because it relates to the indi- 
vidual desires, appetites and comforts 
of congressmen. As to the interests of 
the people—why that is another matter. 
The people, having waited since March 
4, 1893, can wait ten days or two years. 

So we go! 


Begin Right. 

The Springfield Republican touches 
lightly on the efforts of Mr. Edward 
Atkinson to show that the reduction in 
freight rates from Dakota to Liverpool 
is responsible for the tremendous fall 
in the price of wheat that has taken 
place since 1873. Light as the touch is, 
however, our contemporary gives voice 
to a suspicion that, perhaps, after all, 
something is the matter with Mr. At- 
kinson’s figures.

On the other hand, to 
say that low prices produce lower rates 
does. not exhaust the question, but at 
least it provides a right beginning.

“high” is even more suitable for their 
production.

THE REGISTRATION LAW.

ROBERT LOUIS STEVENSON. 


The great story-teller who was buried, a 
few days ago, on a lonely hill-top in Samoa, 
1,300 feet above the sea, will never be for- 

- gotten by the Eng- 
lish-speaking world, 
® so long as grace of

Stevenson was 

comparativ e ly a 

young man when he died, but at forty-four 

he was worn out. “A soul of flame in o body 

of gauze’”’ is a phrase most aptly descrip- 
tive of the man. 

He was a native of Edinburgh, the son 
of a famous civil engineer, and his educa- 
tional opportunities were of the best. But 
the young Scotchman disappointed the ex- 
pectations of his family and his friends. 
He refused to follow his father’s profes- 
sion, and was equally averse to entering 
the ministry. 

Nor did he strive to become a scholar. 
He would not learn Greek and was ap- 
parently an idler while at college. The 
truth is, his life hung upon a slender 
thread, and he knew it. Consumption laid 
its ghastly hand upon him 1m his boyhood, 
and this accounts for his seeming indolence. 


The youth liked to lounge about with 
@ book in his hand, and the book, it need 
not be said, was always a novel or a 
volume of poems. Yet he was all the time 
training himself for the career in which 
he was destined to stamp the impress of 
his genius upon the literature of the cen- 
tury. 

While he took no interest in his lessons 
and preferred French novels to textbooks, 
he was always busy in learning to write. 
Of his college days he wrote in his diary 
that his constant companions were a print- 
ed book and a blank book for scribbling. 
As he walked his mind was busy fitting 
what he saw with appropriate words, and 
when he sat by the roadside he noted 
down the features of the scene and polish- 
ed and repolished his sentences. 

He delighted in such work and never 
thought of it as labor. Year after year 
he wrote and recast sentences in his note- 
book. Sometimes he paraphrased the writ- 
ings of great authors. Then he turned 
prose into poetry ana poetry. into prose. 
He wrote short sentences, long sentences 
and rhetorical periods, and plain but 
graphic English was his aim all the time. 

In later’ years when he turned out a 
novel once every six months he did not 
depart from his systematic methods. Some- 
times he dictated, but he generally wrote 
with his own hand. if the first draft of a 
story did not suit him he made a second 
one, and then wrote it out. His writing 
was always legible, perpendicular and al- 
most a back hand. He wrote with great 
rapidity and exactness. 


Stevenson was compeiled by ill health 
to give up the law, the profession of his 
choice, and for soimne years much of’ his 
time was spent in traveling. He sojourn- 
ed in many lands, writing something every 
year, but with indifferent success. His 
manuscripts were frequently rejected and 
not a single publisher in England or in the 
United States suspected that their con- 
tributor was in reality the forem st writer 
of fiction of his day. Finally; “The New 
Arabian Nights’’ and “Treasure Island’ 


caught the fancy or the public, and aftere 


that his pen was in demand. “Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde,’ one of the least satisfac- 
tory of his works from a literary point of 
view, was one ot the most. successful. 
“Kidnaped,” ‘“‘The Master of Ballantrae,”’ 
“The Wrecker,” ‘David Balfour,” “Ebb 
Tide” and other books are familiar to most 


of our readers. 
For a man dying of consumption Steven- 


son certainly worked industriously. Twice 
he sought a home in America, once in 
California, and later in the Adirondacks. 
A few years ago he purchased an estate 
in Samoa, and has since resided there: with 


| his wife, who obtained a divorce from her 


American husband a short time before she 
married Mr. Stevenson. This lady man- 
aged all the planting operations of the 
Samoa estate and looked after her hus- 
band’s business in a general way. Their 
home place is a few mules from Apia, 
and the novelist was wise in living out 
of town, for Apia isa wretched place, with 
a population of about 400 Europeans and 
several thousand natives. ‘these people are 
too lazy to work, and in tact there is lit- 
tle reason why they should exert them- 
selves when fruit, vegetables, fish and 
fowl can be had for nothing. A day’s 
work will-supply a family’s wants for a 
week, and the other six days are spent 
gambling, drinking, making and talking 
scandal, and in vulher vicious amusements.

Living in the country, Stevenson kept out 
of this evil community, anu was practical- 
ly a sovereign on his own domain, where 
his company was of his own selection. 
In this wild south Pacific climate the 
writer’s health did not materially iln- 
prove. He worked too hard, and he 
smoked too many cigarettes. He probably 
consumed more cigarettes than any other 
living man, smoking them day and night. 
Doubtless he used other stimulants un- 
wisely. At least, it is said that one of 
his recent orders for supplies sent to San 
Francisco ‘included $2,0W worth of wines 
and liquors, but the bulk of these may 
have been for his guests. 

“I have a strange pain in my head,” 
were the last words uttered by Stevenson 
to his wife. Then he fell back uncon- 
scious and in a short time all was over. 
That strange pain in his head had doubt- 
less afflicted him more or less for years. 
His long fight with consumption had 
wasted him away until he was a mere 
sunuow. He had worked like a slave at 
his desk through many a long night, and 
in order to maintain his failing strength 
he had poisoned himself with nicotine, 
with deadly drugs and with fiery liquors. 

No wonder the tired brain reeled—no 
wonder the weary worker had a strange 
pain in his head! 

Even a strong man would have been un- 
able to stand the strain upon his nervous 
energy caused by the novelist’s exacting 
tasks. An invalid all his life, requiring a 
restful existence, he kept his brain at 
fever heat, planning and plotting ro. 
mances so intensely thrilling that they 
have cost their readers many a wakeful 
night. What, then, must have been their 
effect upon their author? 

Stevenson overworked his imagination 
and applied the whip and spur to his active 
faculties, just as De Maupassant did, and 
De Maupassant, as we all know, died in 
an asylum. Our Scotch story-writer was 
somewhat Frenchy in his temperament 
and his methods. He acknowledged Du- 
mas as his master, and he read the “Three 
Musketeers” over and over again, gaining 
fresh inspiratior every time from this 
wonderful romance. 


With his intellectual and physical tastes 
and habits, a collapse of brain and body 
was inevitable, and yet it must be said 
that this man who died at the age of 
forty-four has left behind him better and 
more enduring work than has been pro- 
duced by other men of genius who happil® 
rounded out their long span of three score 
and ten. 

How well the following lines from his 
pen describe him and his lonely grave: 


“Under the wide and stormy sky 
Dig the grave and let me lie. 

Glad did I live and gladly die 

. And I laid me down with a will. 


“This be the verse you grave for me: 
Here he lies where he longed to be; 
‘Home is the sailor from the sea, .

07,000 Packages of Cotton Goods Were | 


Sold Yesterday 
AT 5 TO 15 PER CENT DECLINE IN PRICE

Speculation on the Stock Exchange 
Quiet Yesterday, with the Tendency 
of Prices Lower— W heat Higher.

New York, December 19.—The sale at 
auction of 25,000 bales of domestic cotton 
goods, by order of Fabyan & Co., was begun 
this morning by Wilmerding, Morris & 
Mitchell, in the presence of a number of 
buyers, representing the dry goods houses 
of the country. The sale opened 
with several lots of p*pper browns, 
of 30, 33 and 36-inch widths, , follow- 
ed by constitution cottons, wide sheetings, 
bleached pepperells, Salisburys and Andro- 
scoggins. Then came several lots of Mill- 


bury feather tickings, with some fanc/ 
the Palmer, Victoria and 


Thorndike mills. Competition wag brisk 
from the very beginning of the sale and the 
auctioneers declare the prices obtained were 
satisfactory. It is expected that from 
$2,000,000 to $2,500,000, will be realized. It is 
believed the sale will determine prices in 
the cotton goods market for some time to 
come. Prices in the cotton market went up 
today, owing, it is claimed, to the prices of 
buyers. Auctioncer Wilmerding, in speaking 
of the sale, said that as far as it had pro- 
gressed prices were satisfactory. 
“Domestic cotton goods,’’ he said, “have 
never been cheaper than now, and never 


will be cheaper. 
“IT think this country has slightly over-pro- 


duced, and thet the country is no longer the 
exclusive producers of cotton goods, as if 
practically was at one time. I think the 
sale will make a brisk breeze in the cotton 


goods market.”’ 
Prices averaged 6 to 7 per cent below the 


market prices. 

The after-luncheon portion of the sale 
was noticeable for the work for the sales- 
men. Confidence in their judgment was 
the feature of the movement.

The exports of cotton seed oil in gallons 
for October were 886,430, against 1,618,338 in 
October, 1893. 

The reduction in the price in white lead 
created a slight improvement in the de- 
mand. Jobbers are complaining that the 
new price for lead in “oil leaves a margin 
too small for them to successfully compete 
with corroders on orders for twelve tons 
and upwards. 

The local linseed oil market is firm. 
Very little cutting is reported. The demand 
is moderate. 

The cotton seed oil market has been 
quiet. The export demand of Germany and 
the. Mediterranean is light. 

The facts regarding the proposed increase 
of the duty on cotton seed oil by Germany 
are as follows: The present duty is 4 
marks. It is to be raised to 10 marks. If 
the oil is to be used for soap manufacture 
it will be officially drugged until it is unfit 
for food and then admitted at the rate of 
3144 marks. 

The proposed advance is supported by the 
report that its use for food purposes rose 
from 142,000 pounds in 1885 to 600,000 pounds 
in 1898. The support of the measure comes 
from the agricultural classes.

Many liquidating 
orders were apparent in the market at the 
opening, and although a goodly rtion of 
bear news was current, the market failed 
to break. The feeling developed was de- 
cidedly firm and tended to higher prices, 
which materialized to a certain’ extent on 
new export business at the seaboard, where 
there was a good demand for the cash com- 
modity for foreign account, twelve loads, 
being reported as taken for export, seven 
of which go t) France. New York the 
latter half of the session was a liberal buyer 
in this market. The northwest movement 
continues on a more moderate-scale, while 
primary arrivals are very light at but 290,- 
000 bushels, against 514,000 for the corre- 
sponding day last year.

— Tast Might, 


HON, W. J. SAMFORD ENTERTAINED 


It Was a Brilliant Occasion—Senator Mor- 
gan Was Unable to Be Present. 
~ The Detailso the Banquet. 


The breakfast room of the Kimball] house 
was the scene of a brilliant gathering of 
the Sons of Alabama last night and the oc- 
casion was one of the most delightful ever 
enjoyed in this city. - 

It was regretted that Senator James L. 
Pugh, of Alabama, who was expected to be 
the distinguished guest of the occasion, was 
unable to be present on account of his offi- 
cial duties in Washington. Congressman 
Oates was also detained by official business 
and his absence was sorely regretted, but in 
sp‘te of these disappointments the banquet 
was one of eloquent and surpassing oratory. 

The guests and members of the Alabama. 
Society assembled in the parlors of the 
Kimball house at 8 o’clock. After a short 
interval of hand-shaking the procession was 
organized and marched into the banquet 
hall. Governor W. Y. Atkinson and Presi- 
dent C. J. Haden, of the Alabama Society, 
headed the procession. 

The banquet hal} was beautifully decorat- 
ed for the occasion, and numberless plants 
imparted their vernal freshness to the ta- 
bles. When the guests were seated they 
presented a striking appearance. The pres- 
ident of th society occupied the seat at the 
head of the table, Governor Atkinson being 
seated at his right and Colonel W. J. San- 
ford, of Alabama, at his left. The tables 
were conveniently arranged and the service 
was such as to please the most fastidious 
member of the society.

The speech-making began before the con- 
clusion of the Ginner and oratory and appe- 
tite were alternately interspersed. 

It‘ was only half after 9 o’clock when Mr. 
Cc. J.*Haden rapped on the banquet table 
and announced that before the next course 
was served he would have the pleasure of 
intrcducing his excellency, the governor of 
Georgia. Before introducing Governor At- 
kinson, however, he made a few eloquent 
remarks in which he whetted the attention 
of the Alabamians for the eloquence that 
Was to follow. 

In his brief address of welcome to the dis- 
tinguished Zuests of the occasion Governor 
Atkinson called attention to the fact that 
Alabama was the daughter of Georgia and 
trat Alabamians were the grandchildren of 
the mother commonwealth. He gave the 
visitors a cordial] greeting and left no doubt 
in the minds of those present as to Geor- 
gia’s hospitality. 

The honored guest of the occasion, Hon. 
William J. Sandferd, of Alabama, was the 
next speaker introduced by President Ha- 
den. Tall, erect and dignified Colonel San- 
ford presented, in his personal physique the 
appearance of an ideal southerner and his 
oratory, as it burst upon his hear’’%, seem- 
ed to resemble the mountain torrents of his 
native state. He responded to the toast 
“What Have You Left Behind You?” He 
recalled the reminiscences of the old Ala- 
bama homesteads—the fields in which the 
sons of Alabama used to play—in which 
they made love to their sweethearts and 
built honest ambitions in the shadows of 
the forest. The eloquence of the distin- 
guished visitor was interspersed with bril- 
liant wit and humor and the banquet hall 
was convulsed with laughter. He alluded 
to the fact that he was a native of Georgia 
and was proud of the glory of the old com- 
monwealth. He paid a glowing tribute to 
Atlanta and characterized the exposition as 
the greatest enterprise ever inaugurated on 
southern soil. He closed his brilliant speech 
by paying a glowing eulogism to the sons 
of Georgia who had glorified the annals of 
the state and brightened the glory of the 
nation, 

Mayor John B. Goodwin, in behalf of the 
city government, was next introduced. 
Mayor Goodwin always says the right 
thing in a graceful manner and his brief 
speech last night was a gem of eloquence 
and cordiality. He made a hit by saying 
that if it was necessary for the prosperity 
of Atlanta to bring the Nicaragua canal 
to Atlanta she would have it before the 
end of the year. He concluded by paying 
a marked tribute to Mayor-elect King, a 
distinguished son of Alabama, who was 
elected to the high office of mayor without 
a single dissenting vote of opposition. 

The mention of the name of Mayor-elect 
King created a demand for that individual. 
He responded in a graceful manner and 
gave it as his solution of the mystery of 
his election that he was at one time the 
president of the Alabama Society. 

Hon. J. J. Willet, a member of the 
Alabama house of representatives, was the 
next speaker of the evening. His tall 
figure and beardless face won him the 
hearts of his audience from the beginning 
of his speech and he held the attention of 
his hearers undivided throughout its de- 
livery.

=] A PIBRGE ROOTPAD. 


A Bold Attempt at Purse Saatehing in 
the Heart of the City. 


MRS- HADEN WAYLAID AND ATTACKED 


She BResisted and Was Thrown to the Side- 
walk~Her Screams Scared the Reb- 
ber and He Got Away: 


In the little alley that joins Marietta and 
Walton streets just in the rear of tne 
custom house a desperate footpad made a 
savage attack upon Mrs. Harriet Haden 
just after dark last evening. In the effort 
to secure her purse, which hung on her 
arm, the thief struck Mrs. Haden a stinging 
blow and tbrew her violently to the 


ground. 

Still struggling with the desperate negro, 
Mrs. Haden screamed loudly. Her cries 
were heard by several gentlemen, who ran 
at once to the scene. Alarmed by the 
noise and frightened by the approach of 
the men, her assailant released his grasp 
and made off at a furious guit down Mari- 
etta street. 

Happening just in the heart of the city 
and so early in the evening, the affair cre- 
ated much excitement for the while and 
a crowd gathered in the search for the 
footpad. 

Mrs. Haden, who is the widow of Judge 
J. A. Haden, occupies rooms in one wing 
of.the Arlington house, 8 Marietta street. 
She had been out calling and returning 
passed up Walton and turned into the 
alley, which was the shortest distance to 
her rooms. d 

The place is very dimly lighted, as the 
tall buildings on-each side shut out the 
glare of the lights along the streets. Mrs. 
Haden had passed nearly through the place 
and was just opposite the private office 
of Postmaster Fox when she noticed a 
tall negro standing against the brick wall. 

She had scarcely noticed his presence be- 
fore the man garted out and grabbed her 
fiercely about the arms. Suspended on her 
right arm was a small lady’s hand satchel, 
which appeared to be the object of the 
footpad's attack. 

Quickly and forcibly he reached for this, 
but it was high on the lady’s arm and 
could not be pulled off. Seeing this, the 
negro struck Mrs. Haden and pushed her 
forward. In the fall her face was bruised 
against a tree on the outside of the curb- 
ing where she had been pushed. 

After beating Mrs. Haden down the foot- 
pad grasped the purse again and made a 
vigorous pull. He was as vigorously re- 
sisted. Mrs. Haden cried for help and be- 
gan to scream. Patrolman Moon and gsev- 
eral gentlemen neaf the place rushed up, 
but quick as a flash the daring robber 
dashed away and was lost in the darkness. 
Beyond the bruises and the nervous shock, 
Mrs. Haden experienced no iil effects. 
She was escorted immediately to her 
rooms. 

Detective Holcombe reported immediately 
to the place, and, with Patrolman Moon, 
began systematic search for the footpad. 
A large negro supposed to be her assail- 
ant was located near Simpson street. He 
was carried before Mrs. Haden, but she 
was unable to indentify him and he was 
released. 

It is thought by the officer that the thief 
is the same who has recently made so 
many attacks of a similar nature in the 
southern part of the city.

scientific and prefessionat degrees from 
Vanderbilt carry with them an implied guar- 
antee as to the physical condition of the 
men holding such honors. It is well for the 
authorities to adhere as ‘closely as possible 
to this plan; fer too often, indeed, is- the 
case of a young man equipping his mind at 
the expense of his body. 
2efore concluding this brief survey of the 
general status of athletics at Vanderbilt, a 
short resume of the record made by the 
fcotball team for the season which has 
just closed would certainly be apropos to 
the subject at large, as this team did more 
then any previous to this time to give se- 
curity to the reputation which the univer- 
sity now enjoys. One and ali the strong 
colege elevens which have encountered 
the Tennessee giants have been as chaff 
before the wind; for the instances in which 
they have met with stubborn resistance 
have been exceptional. For four years now 
Vanderbilt has had a strong eleven in the 
feld to support her reputation, but this 
season has witnessed a phenorrenal record 
in piling up big scores against siPong teams. 
The average weight of the eleven for 1894 
was about 16? pounds, making it all im all 


erated—the age requires a mathematical 
poise between the two. A sound mind in a 
sound body finds even more appreciation 
in the public mind today than it did in the 
time of the highest Roman and Grecian 
culture. 

Vanderbilt has already won a reputation 
in the line of developing brain workers. so 
in view of this fact the writer will avoil 
the error of perpetrating a twice-told story 
and confine his treatment of the subject 
to the purely physical side. For one to 
get anythine like a definite jdea of the 
work done in the lime of athletics at the 
famous Tennessee college it iss necessary, 
first of all, to go into the detail of a brief 
historical outline. The fact is known to all 
that prior to 1880 scarcely any attempt was 
made by southern colleges to foster the 
true athletic spirit, and it was not until 
* that this budding spirit ripened into 

any kind of maturity. As a matter of fact, 
however, the first systematic work in ath- 
letics began at Vanderbilt early in the 
spring of 1886, when a general athletic as- 
Soviation was first organized. Befure that 
time the university had been represented 
Spasmodically by athletic teams, but they 
were so short-lived that scarcely any record 
of them has been made. By means of this 
general association the work done by the 
men was placed on a more scientific basis 
and the question of training became one of 
rigid discipline. From the early desultory 
Character of work done on track and field, 
the teams made advances year by year until 
how the title of “athletic champions of the 
west” has been secured. The success of 
the teams which have gone forth have, in 
& large measure, been due to the untiring 
eforts on the part of many members of the 
faculty in the question of framing the policy 
of the general association which has abso- 
lute control of all athletic affairs. In late 
years the whole system of athletics has 
been revolutionized through the agency of 
Dr. Dudley, the distinguished professor who 
fills the chair of chemistry, aad is also 
President of the association. To Dr. Dud- 
‘ey probably more than any other one man, 
's due the praise for the success of athletics 
at Vanderbilt. From the very first, how- 
“ver, all morbid craving on the part of an 
over-zealous student body to excell compet- 
ltors, at whatever hazard, has been stamp- 
*d out and a broad, conservative policy has 
been strictly adhered to. At first such a 
Pian was branded as non-progressive as it 
served to hold back “star” records, but. in 
the end it has endowed Vanderbilt with a 
“ ata of pure athletics.

It is true that Virginia is often beset with 
ratty challenges from visionary college 
teams, but in her treatment of the proposi- 
tion made to her by Vanderbilt in good 
faith, Virginia has departed from that high 
plain of sportsmanship which is usually 
ascribed to athletic champions. In a nuvt- 
shell, Mr. Jackson, manager of the Van- 
derbilt team, wrote a courteous and busi- 
ness-like letter to the manager of the Vir- 
gitia team asking the “‘champjons”’ if it was 
possible for a game to be arranged at some 
neutral point, explicitly stating that Van- 
derbilt did not entertain the idea of winniny 
in the proposed contest, but simply wished 
to try her strength. From this the two 
managers began a long correspondence, in 
which Virginia displayed a very unsports- 
manlike spirit towards her neighbor. What- 
ever might haye been Virginia’s reason for
